For the second time iii a 
month, residents of Bristol 
Township were “scared to 
daylights” when an explo­ 
sion shattered the still of 
the night. 
And for the second time 
the target was equipment 
of Alconn Utilities, Inc., 
construction firm which is 
laying sewer lines in Edgely 
and Landreth Manor. 


Last night’s blast at 
11:05 
p.m. destroyed the engine of a 
new $60,000 crane shovel and 
shattered windows in the home 
of Edgely Fire 
Chief John J. 
Doster on Curtis Ave. 


Last Dec. 6 explosions rocked 
Edgely and surrounding com­ 
munities at 
12:25 a.m. 
Four 
pieces 
of 
heavy 
construction 
equipment, parked on Alconn’s 
storage lot on Wood Ave. along­ 
side the Pennsylvania Turnpike 
bridge, were damaged. 


Flying debris from the blasts 
landed several hunred feet away 
and one large piece of metal 
wound up on the roof of a home 
across the street. Windows in 
several homes were shattered 
by the explosions. Damages to 
the trucks was put at $60,000. 


Bristol Township and state pol­ 
ice said last night’s blast was 
deliberately set just as the ex­ 
plosions of last month. And once 
again the perpetrators left no 
evidence behind. 


As in the first “ bombings,” 
police said last night’s work ap­ 
parently was done by profes­ 
sionals “ who knew what they 
were doing.” 


Residents of the area, many 
of 
them 
roused 
from

slumber, said they neither saw 
nor heard a 
car 
leave 
the 
scene. 


Saw Smoke 


Doster, whose home is only 
25 feet from where the crane 
has been parked for the past 
three weeks, said he saw smoke 
coming 
from

seconds after he heard the blast. 


He immediately ran outside 
to investigate after having told 
his wife, Lydia, to call police. 


Two 
windows 
in 
Doster’s 
home were shattered 
by the 
explosion. 


Bucks County Fire Marshal 
Fred K. Hibbs, who lives a few 
hundred yards away from the 
scene, was having a sandwich 
at the time in his home at 18 
Edgely Ave. He had just re­ 
turned from a county fire meet­ 
ing.

Panama spreads for nearly 500 miles along the 
, narrow 
isthmus 
connecting 
North 
and 
South 
America. It is in the news today, because of a 73- 
mile wide strip through its middle — the Panama 
Canal Zone. 
The United States leased the land from the 
Republic of Panam a 60 years ago — after helping 
Panam a secede from Colombia — under a treaty 
granting the 
U.S. 
Government the permanent 
right to use, occupy and control the zone. 
Since completion of the Panam a canal nearly 
40 years ago, Panam a’s economy has risen and 
fallen with the state of business in the canal zone. 
Today, Business is booming, with about I,(XX) ships 
a month passing through the canal. 
Income From Canal 
The $1.93 million annual rent the United States 
pays for the land is only a small part of Panam a’s 
income from the canal. The rest comes from supply­ 
ing goods and services to the canal zone and from 
the paychecks of the nearly IO,(XX) Panamanians 
who work there. 


Without the canal and the ports at its ends, 
there would be little to distinguish Panama from its

It was the first news of a 
tunnel this year. Western police 
revealed its existence only aft­ 
er the Communists discovered 
its mouth, flooded it with tear 
gas, and blasted it shut with 
dynamite to prevent further es­ 
capes.

Propert, who lived at Hem­ 
lock Circle in Abington Twp., 
was a member of the legisla­ 
tive bodies in Harrisburg since 
1945. He served in the lower 
House from 1945 to 1950, was 
elected to the Senate and served 
there from 1951 to the present. 
He was reelected in 1962, and 
had three years of a four year 
term to serve.
